With the new. arrange- 
ment in the organization of the CNPA convention, such 
students had their first opportunity to participate in a well 
organized and commendable program on the professional 


level. 


Publishers at the convention were overwhelmingly 
enthusiastic in their acceptance of the college participa- 
tion. Plans are being made as a result to,establish 2 perma- 
nent committee of publishers and college representatives. 


Improved Relations 


More and greater emphasis will be placed upon the 
improving of relationships between publishers and col- 
leges. In addition, it is anticipated that publishers will offer 
scholarship programs to outstanding journalism students. 

Dividends will be received by the colleges in delegat- 
ing students to the CNPA convention in thé form of im- 
proved relations between colleges and newspapers. A re- 
evaluation of the importance of developing competent 
journalists at the college level has also been accomplished.

WARD BUILDS COACHING 
REPUTATION ON TRACK —

let me, as 'a member of his track team, tell you about 


Coach John pees from a track 
man’s viewpoint. 

*While in college, John did not 
participate, in track, but at SAC 

e has made a notable reputation 
as being one of the better track 
coaches in California. ; 

. Stop-watch in hand, standing on 
the far side of the track, timing 
repeat 440’s and 880’s — this is 
\the way I see John Ward six days 
out of the week during the run- 
ning season. 

Advocates European System 

Coach Ward has had exception- 
ally good luck with his distance 
runners, Nowadays a good runner 
must have a coach if he has any 
ideas of running with the world’s 
better runners. John works the 
milers, two milers and half mile 
men together, The big reason for 
this is that the milers and half 
milers need the endurance of the 
two miler, whereas the long dis- 
tance man always seems to need 
the speed work. 


John Ward advocates this, the 
modern European method, in 
training his track teams. 

The workouts under most coach- 
es can turn out to be a tiresome 
chore, but with John it’s different. 
Somehow you get a feeling that 
makes you like to work and enjoy 
running, and this is the first thing 
a runner must have. f 

There is more to running track 
than meets the eye of the specta- 
tor. Pace work, starting, warming 
up, getting in shape, and the pass- 
ing of other runners. These things 
and more all add up during the big 
race, and a runner must react to 
them like second nature in a race. 
~ John Ward’s past records as a 
coach indicate his ability to work 
with young athletes, for, out of his 
15 years of coaching, he has had

“Italian Delight” is delighting 
more than just Italians these days 
at the College Cafeteria. Special 
salads are being utilized by more 
than dieting femmes.'Chop Suey 
is doing more than make foreign 
students homesick. Swiss steak is 
packing minerals and proteins into 
more muscles than those of ath- 
letes. And the meat loaf just 
doesn’t seem to “loaf” very long 
—Not with some 200 students 
dropping around for these favor- 
ites each day around noon. 


Not So Modern Prices 


Meals range from 45 to ‘70 
cents. The average student spends 
around 50 cents per settin’. This 
modern facilitated, non-profit, 
privately operated enterprize is 
the only non-government subsidiz- 
ed school cafeteria in this area. 
Under the management of Mrs. 
Marian Garrett, it’s still going 
strong at these not-so-modern 
prices. 

The eight-year old cafeteria is 
staffed by nearly 20 years of 
combined service in its kitchen 
alone, not to mention the experi- 
ence amassed by staff members 
before they were added to the 
Santa Ana roster. 


Experience Shows 

Making up this decade of serv- 
ice is Mrs. Garrett who has worked 
here since the cafeteria opened 
and has been manager for the past 
three years; Mrs. Maybelle Sitch- 
ler, cook, who has been around for 
two years, after having cooked in 
Amarillo, Texas schools for some 
time; Mrs. Katherine Lehman, 
who has accounted for the pastry 
cooking during the past five yéars; 
and Mrs. Margie West who is new 
this year. Two students who work 
part time, John Kershaw and Rob 
Korapp, round out the list.
